Meet on Nov. 18
"Guns, ammunition and gas 

masks atone will not fully defend 
oijr country. They may repel in­ 
vasion by political enemies and 
keep our shores unv'lolated by 
foreign armed forces, but they 
arc not enough to protect us 
Against a more subtle and more 
sinister enemy the inevitable in 
flucncc of social and economic 
unrest during a time of wort* 
conflict."

So states a portion of a let­ 
ter addressed by City Judge 
Rpbert L. Lesslng, president of 
;he Torrance Coordinating Coun- 
:il, to heads of all Torrance or­ 
ganizations this week in inviting 
them and their members to a 
general meeting to be held next 
Monday night, Nov. 18, at 7:30 
j'clock in the court room in the 
city hall.

"Our defense must be a. 'total 
.defense.' We must 'not only 
strive to save Democracy. We 
nriiist invigorate Democracy. And 
that end can be accomplished 
only, by developing in .our com­ 
munity and particularly in our 
youth a deep sense of true moral 
and spiritual values," Lcssing's 
letter continues.

Lists .Civic Problem*
The purpose of meeting, Leas­ 

ing explained, is to mobilize 
community forces to meet un­ 
usual problems "bound to arrive 
in. times  of emergency." .Among 
these problems'," the heacf of the 
Coordinating Council, says arc: 
Housing needs, need for addi­ 
tional recreation facilities, not­ 
ably the proposed Boys' Club, 
integration of new residents into 
the community life and moral 
and spiritual" guidance for the

 hole'community to maintain its 
proper balance.

"The experience of 1917 -18 
which resulted in the* greatest 
crop of juvenile delinquents the 
world has ever known must not 
be repeated. We arc only.rccent- 
ly cleaning up on the last of 
America's Public Enemies No. 
who were the youth of thjg World 
War 'period and whose criminal 
careers were the outgrowth of 
the moral and social breakdown 
of the past war era. None of us 
care to live again through the 
Jazz age o£ the .roaring twenties 
w^wi American life degenerated 
to the lowest level In history.
  'The next 10 or 15 years will 

tell the story 'of how well Amer­ 
ica has prepared for the present 
crisis.

Encounters Opposition

Given a couple of "campaign 
headquarters," some lapel but' 
tons, a few more discussions 
like that heard Tuesday night 
at city council meeting and the
controversy ovpr proposed
firearms registration ordinance 
could flare up a lot more local 
Interest than the late presiden­ 
tial campaign.

The lapel buttons could read: 
"Vote, Draft, Gun Registration- 
It's All the Same to Me" or 
"Millions for Defense But Not 
One Gun Number Out of Me." 
If those are too long then those 
favoring registration of fire­ 
arms by the police department 
here could wear: "Cops Can 
Have My Number" while those 
opposed could challenge with 
"Try 'n Get My Six-Shooter Se­ 
rial!"

After a letter from B. J. 
Scott, local electrician anc 
sportsman who opposes the pro­ 
posed ordinance which is due foi 
adoption or shelving, opened the 
fireworks Tuesday night, the 
council and a good-sized audl 
ence were treated to a thorough 
airing of the issue. Impartla 
observers agreed afterward that 
the result was about 50-50. 

Await League Verdict
The council took no action 01 

the final reading of the measure, 
Mayor Tom McGuire stating that 
the .board preferred to await 
consensus of the League of Cali­ 
fornia Municipalities on it be­ 
fore deciding '"whether or not to 
pass it.
